USGIB DIRECTIVE # 

Subject: United States Communications Intelligence Liaison 

€e»4ea? Aotivities in Great Britain, 

The following policy reference the cooirdination of communica- 
tions intelligence liaison in Great Britain is announced. 

1. A Senior Liaison Officer for USGIB (hereinafter designated 
as "SUSLO**) M will be appointed by the Director. Nat.1 onaT Security 
Agency with the approval of the laa.lority of USGIB and accredited to 
the London Sigint Board, ^ addition to representing the Director . 
National Security Agency, on matters under his jurisdiction , he will 
represent USCIB and its m.embers vis a vis the London Sigint Board on 
all matters pertaining to communications intelligence under the 
direct jurisdiction of USGIB . 

2, The duties and responsibilities of the SUSLO are herewith 
defined: 

a. He will represent US6SB the Director . National Secu- 
rity Agency , at the Government Gommunications Head- 
quarters, xd.ll supervise and expedite all routine ac- • 
tivities pertaining to British-U.S, liaison relating 
to communications intelligence under the jurisdiction 
of Director. National Security Agency , and vrill make 
full, and regular reports concerning them to ¥S6£6 vAa 
€ ee 3 »dA aator the Director . National Security Agency . 
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b. He vdll have Jurisdiction over the activities and 
personnel in Great Britain of the USCIB Liaison Group 
insofar as flSGiS matters under the direct .jurisdiction 
of USCIB are concerned. He will direct such personnel, 
and will determine and delimit such activities, in ac- 
cordance with policy coinfflunicated to him by USCIB via 
the Goeyd ^ Bffltep Executive Seoretarv . 

c. USCIB members may obtain freely through the Liaison 
Group such communications intelligence and technical 
matters pertaining thereto as may be required by them 
where such collection and exchange involves no con- 
flict with USCIB policy. After liaison has been estab- 
lished, direct communication between working groups of 
CQMINT agencies may be authorized by the US6SB Goord a- 
n cbt cg Director . National Security Agency . Nothing con- 
tained herein is intended to limit other intelligence 
activities outside the scope of communications intelli- 
gence, There will be no unilateral activity concerning 
communications intelligence. 

d. The general liaison policy of all personnel dealing 
with communications intelligence in Great Britain Tiri.ll 
be determined by USCIB, whose ooojd a aa -feea? Executive Sec- 
retary will instruct the SDSLO accordingly. No USCIB 
liaison personnel in Great Britain, however, ^all be 
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considered exempt from such guidance as the SUSLO 
may deem necessary. 

!. The SUSLO vrill review the intentions and the credentials 
of any U.S. citizen desiring to have contact or dealings 
xd.th the Government Communications Headquarters, and 
will define the scope of such activities in accordance 
with the instructions of the ¥S6ifi S eegdjjaat e g Director. 
National Seoturitv Agency . 

USCIB will arrange through appropriate channels that 
the SUSLO and his staff be afforded all necessary facili- 
ties such as space, ccmmunications channels, and equip- 
ment, Such arrangements will be made as will afford 
the SUSLO, his activities, and his working areas, the 
maximum security in order that there might be no com- 
promise of communications intelligence matters.
